If Mr. Haldane or 
any other War Minister should svcceed in 
raising his department above the  buffetings of 


of time to behold an Army competent in its 
size, equipment, and training to face the utter. 
most of mational responsibilities ;_-bat Mr. 
Brodrick is anxious to remind ns that, onless 
we insist on great advances in ore partignlar 
branch cf administration, we shall’ preserve a 
weakness that may easily cancel the whole of 
this brave efficiency. None but a madman 
would propese to send a force to 
to-day with the weapons employed at 
Vittoria and Waterloo. But we allow our 
soldiers to fight under some conditions quite 

as antiquated as. the muzzie-loader, for, as 
Mr. Brodrick puts it, “the regulations of the 
British service as to disease prevention 
“remain substantially what they were one 
‘‘ handred years ago.” Now, the fight which 
évery army has to wage with disease is at least 
aa critical and severe as that which it is called 
on to maintain against a homan enémy. The 
Crimes, where 230 men per 1,000 died of 
disease and only 150 per 1,000 succumbed to 
wounds, isan old story. Bot South Africa is 
of yesterday, /and its figures prove, whichever 
way we toro them, tht warlike weapcns throw 
an insignifisant barden upon the- military 
hospital alongside of the work’ with which 
ordinary sickness provides - it. The deaths in 
every thousand men engaged in the Boer war 
were 69 from disease and 42 from wounds; 
746 per 1,0°0 went into hospital sick, 
and only 34 wounded. Altogether, from® first 
to last, 459,000 cases wera passed through 
the hospitals owing to disease,. or more than 
twenty times the namber on whom injaries 
ware inflicted in ‘actual hostilities. These 
astonishing and little-known figates throw a 
significant light upon the real esonomics of — 
war. They show that the purely military. 
virtues are of little avail, if we are unable 
to check the inroads of a far more insidious 
and deadly assailant than man upon our 
namerical strength and combstant energy. 
‘The unoppesed crossing of the Modder river 
lo3t us. from typhoid far more men than the 
battle of Colenso from wounds.” As between 
two enemies of equal calibre in nambers, 
courage, and armamant, Omnia sanitas is 
the sapreme principle which must determine 
the award of victory. 

If we ‘are/to believe Mr.. Brodrick, this 
ataring, we might almost say shrieking, lesson 
of the Boer War is still complacently unapplied 
in the training*ot the forcss. And yet wejhave 
béfore us not only the deplorab'e rean}ts of 
our own aegtery incapacity in Soath, ‘Africa 
bat the contfary example of what scrdpulons 
and systematic foresight did for the Japanese 
in their Mancharian campaign: While the 
British proportion of sick to wounded was 
twenty to oné, the ratio in Manchaoria was 
scarcely more than four to three. Or, to patitia 
another light, 74 per cent. of the British Army, 
and only 36 percent. of the Japanese, were . 
disabled by those conditions of war which have 
nothing to do with combatant weapons, bat 
only with the facts of sanitation, and a zealous 
and thorough fidelity to scientific knowledge 
If onranthorities have really failed to begin 
the application of these lessons to the training 
of the Army for its next ordea), Mr. Brodritk’s 
is & graver indictment than the most strenacus 
‘reformers have yet been able to bring against 
the existing system and its directors, If mili- 
tary hygiene remains stationary, the greater 
part of our reoraiting energy will go merely 
to crowd the field hospitals of the coming war. 
If our.officers are not qualified to test drinking 
water, if they are uninetracted in the more 
obvious principles of camp location, then in 
our rank-and-file we are merely farnishing not 
indeed “food for cannon,’ but food for cholera, 
dysentery, and euteric. Mr. Brodrick complains 
that, while the Medical Department of the 
Army is, of course, proficient in these branches 
of knowledge, it is withoat any means of 
bringing them to bearnpon the commanding and 
executive staff. The medical officer is allowed 
neither the requisite help to carry out sanitation 
in war nor the opportunity of educating his 
combatant colleagues in time of peace. And we 
have nothing approaching to. that close and 
stringent hygienic discipline of the common 
aoldier, of which the Tokyo correspondent of 
the “Times” farnishes so striking a dascrip- 
tion. There may be time to remedy these 
weaknesses betore they betray us. Iw the 
ten years between their two Mancharian cam- 
paigns the Japanese made an adyance in scien-" 
tific methods which altered thé whole com- 
plexion of their tables of casualties in the field 
and in the hospital. But it ,is a depressing 
thooght that we have not yet pat one foot 
before anotheron the path which leads from 
careless routine towards earnest and intelligent 
proficiency. (“Pall Mall Gazette.’’)

GRAVE OUTRAGE ON 
BRITISH OFFICERS.

ONE KILLED AND SEVERAL: 
WOUNDED, 


The onintelligible wire which we published 
yesterday from our T'ala Correspondent proves. 
to have concealed a tragedy. During the route 
march of the Mounted Infantry from Cairo to 
Alexandria an affray with fellaheen at 
Denshawi, near ‘I'ala, in Menoufieh province, : 
resulted in the death of-a British officer, 
Captain Ball; of the 6th Inniskilling Dragoone, 
and the infliction of sévere injaries on two- of 
his comrades. 

The news became generally known in Cairo 
yesterday afternoon and the following official. 
communication was made last night to Reuter’s 
Agency :— 

Yesterday, daring a march of British 
troops from Cairo to Alexandria, five officers 
“went to a village to shoot pigeons. It is 
understood they did so at the invitation of 
the omdeh. They wera surrounded by the 
villagers, deprived ot their gans, and then 
assaulted with nabouts. Captain Ball, of the 

Inniskilling Dragoons, died of.his wounds in 

a few hours. Major Pine-Coffin, Mounted; 

Infantry,had his arm broken,and Lieutenant: 

Smithwick, DablinFasiliers, was badly hart. 

It is reported that some of the villagers 

were seriously injured in the affray,-but. 
accurate details are still wanting, A jadi- 
cialin vestigation into the facts is being held, 
and the matter will be dealt with by the 
special tribuoal which was institated in 

1895 to try cases of offences: against the 

British Army of Ozcapation. 

We are informed this morning that one 
native has been found dead near the scene or 
the affray. Eight are reported wounded and 
six have been identified by tha woanded 
officers and arrested. 

The jadicial investigation now-proceeding is 
being conductad for*the Ministry of Justice by 
the Chibin-el-Kom Parquet, while the Ministry 
of the Interior is represented on the spot by- 
the Mondir of Menoufieh and Mr. Moberly, 
Inspector to the Ministry, with the Mamonr of 
Tala Markaz and other local officials. 

Of the details and cause of the affray no- 
thing appears tobe offisially known. According 
to one account, the officers left the -open 
country, where they had been shooting, and 
proceeded too nesr the village, where some 
tibn was accidentally set on fire and the fella- 
heen thereupon attacked the party. 

According to another version, 8 woman was 
accidentally injared, but it is believed in offi- 
cial circles that the injury, if any, was ir flio- 
ted daring the scafile that followed the attempt 
of the fellaheen to disarm the officers, in which 
shots were undovbtedly fired, but that injary 
to a woman caused the affray if absolutely 
denied. 

The special Court which will try the case is 
composed of the Minister of Justice, the Judi- 
cial Adviser, and one of the Khedivial Coun- 
sellors, but as Sir Malcolm Mollwraith is leav- 
ing for England-on Menday, it is expected: that 
Mr. Hayter will be the senior British member 
of the Court. The réle of Depaty Judge Advo- 
cate Ganeral will be filled by Colonel Cuath- 
bert, A.A.G. to tha Army of Occupation. 

One result of this tragic incident will be the 
prohibition of pigeon shooting on the part of 
British officers and officials. Several unpleasant 
incidents, far inferior in gravity to this last, 
but highly disagreeable none the less, have been 
caused by this in the past. ; 

Capt. Seymour Clark-Ball was born April 
28, 1875. He became.a 2nd lieutenant of the 
(6th) Inniskilling Dragoons in October, 1899, 
and in Jane, 1900, was promoted lieutenant. 
It was only on the 12th April last that he was 
raised to the rank of captain. Captain Bull 
saw a great deal of active service in the 
South African war daring 1900-1902, took part 
in the operations in the Orange Free State in 
1900, inclading the actions of Vet River 
and Zind River, and the operations in the 
Transvaal in May and Jane 1900, including 
the actions near Johannesburg and Pretoria, 
and the famous Diamond Hill engagement of 
the 11th and 12th Jane of that year. From 
July to the end of November he was, in the 
Transvaal east of Pretoria and fought at Veit 
River. From Jane, 1901, to April, 1902, he. 
was engaged in the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, and on the conclusion of peace 
ha received the Queen’s South African. Medal 
with four clasps. 

We have received no further news as to the 
progress of the injured officers, who are under 
the charge of Captain Bostock, R.A.M.C. It 
is believed at Headquarters that there is no 
ground for apprehension as to their condition. 


OTHER ACCOUNTS. 


Oar Tala Correspondent writes under date 
of Wednesday :— The Markaz authorities 
have been informed telephonically from Kam- 
al6osh, a village near ‘I'fa, that four British 
Mounted Infantry cflicers and a British 


medical officer have been dangerously shot } 


while engaged in shooting pigeons. The party 
are said to have left their tents, which they 
pitched at Kamsheesh, and gone to Sirsina, on 
the opposite side. 

An old woman was shot dead and the 
sheikh ghaflir was dangerously wounded, 

‘The Mamoor, with the medical officer of 
the Markez, rode off to the scene of the tragedy, 
where the Parquet is engaged in an enquiry.

Army of Oscapation left Cairoon Wednesday 
to march down to Alexandria. Oo their arrival 
at Tula Markaz, Menoufieh, the troops camped 
at Danshawi, a village in that Markaz, for the 
night, Five officers were. entertained by some 
ot the native notables there, who invited them 
togo pigeon-shooting at 5 p.m, which they 
accepted, : 
_ A number of the natives objected to the 
officers shooting, as-they pretended that. their 
stores might be barned, and in the ‘courss ot 
the (liscussion which ensued, they. attacked 
the officers with nabouts, killing one of them, 
Captain Ball, and severely. wounding Major 
Pine-Coffin and Lieatenant Smithwick. They 
then set @ corn store on fire, 

A detachment fof the troops promptly came 
to the offisers’ help, and_ after qaelling the dis- 
ordar conveyed the wounded to camp. _ 

An attempt was made to take away the 
major’s rifle, bat in the. scuffle the weapon, 
whieh was loaded for pigaon shooting, went off 
and\a native woman was killed by the shot. he 
Moddir, the Chief of the Parqaet, and other 
authorities immediately appeared on the 
scepe and an inquiry was opened into the 
cauge of the outrage. :

THE BRITISH GARRISON. 

Dealing with‘tha recall of the 4th Battalion 
Wotcestershire Regiment from Alexandria to 
Malta, the “Globe” says :— 

We are bound to assume that Lord Cromer 
was} duly advised of this coming retreat, but 
we gravely question whether he would have: 
counselled it withont Downing-street pressure. 
Our, scepticism rests on substantial grounds; 
unlgss private ioformation counts for nothing, 
it was not the Torkish intrusion into Egyp- 
tian territory alone that moved our Govern- 
ment to augment the British garrison. 
There was -also some degree of unrest 
among the native troops, and this.stirring of 
military discontent was secretly aided by the 
pro; Turkish.party -at Cairo and Alexandria, 
It was not for» nothing, that one British 
battalion disembarked at-the'latter port, and 
marched through the streets by a,circuitous 
route; European residents: drew their own 
conglasions from that anexpected spectacle. 
And the anti-foreigner element in the native 
popelation—happily it has bat scant propor- 
tions—will also draw its own conclusions 
from the desperate hurry of the English Go 
vernment to diminish the expense cf controll- 
ing j Egypt, through the Khedive and his 
Ministers. ‘T'o render the recall of the rein- 
forcements all the more inopportune, news 
has ;just arrived of a sudden: tribal revolt 
ing the Farther Sudan, not far. from: El 
Obeid, the birthplace of Mahdism: That 
terror began, it willbe remembered, in such 
asmall way that the Cairo Government 
treated it with indifference. But when the 
False -Prophet ee outlying 
Egyptian garrisons in saecession, and thus 
aequired prestige as the Sword of Islam, there 
was consternation throyghout Lower Egypt, 
and Hicks-Pasha, with hie army of impressed 
fellaheen, was hurried off to certain death in 
the waterless wilderness east of El Obeid.

If she 
cannot read and write much, she can darce as 
no other woman can, When she loves she will 
die for you, but when she hates she will slay | 
you with a glance as keen as any dagger. | 

The Spanish woman has no Greek. She 
blooms and withers like wild flower. At an age 
when most girls in England are in the school- 
room the Spanish girl is already a woman. 
From childhood upwards she possesses & novio, 
or suitor, for her hand. It isa Spanish instita- 
tion. The hidalgo courts his Dulcines to-day as 
he did of old; with twang of gaitar singing 
or sighing to his novia-elest under latticed 
window or more favourable balcony, or 
whispering softly to her as she rises from 
mass, or cooing behind her as she walks 
abroad. But she is ever demure, coy, and 
elusive. Kisses are no chéap commodities’in 
Spain. No love so proud as a Spanish girl’s.

NEMI BRONZES FOR ROME. 


The National Maseum in the Baths of 
Diocletian has, the “Tribune” states, received
